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Board of ed resets 
school calendar 


In response to three missed 
instructional days due to wintry 
weather earlier this month, Crit¬ 
tenden County Board of Educa¬ 
tion on Dec. 10 approved an 
amended school calendar. 

School will now be in session 
for students on Friday, which 
was slated on the initial school 
calendar as a non -i nstructional 
day, kicking off Christmas 
break. Instead, Christmas break 
begins Monday. 

Also, a teacher planning day 
slated for early January has 
been moved from Jan. 6 to Jan. 

3, meaning students will return 
to the classroom from Christ¬ 
mas Break on Jan. 6, one day 
earlier than previously sched¬ 
uled. Student instruction will 
also take place on Feb. 17, orig¬ 
inally set as a teacher planning 
day. 

School board officials ap¬ 
proved these changes and 
called them proactive based on 
already missing three days of 
school before Christmas. 

Currently, the last day of 
school for students in Critten¬ 
den County is scheduled for 
May 14 if additional days of 
school are not missed.

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U.S. 641 route to Eddyville selected 


Buntin calls project ‘road to nowhere’

Magistrate Curt Buntin uttered in 
public the words that have been on 
many a person’s lips for almost two 
years now. 

"It's a road to nowhere," Buntin 
said during Crittenden Fiscal Court's 
regular monthly meeting Tuesday, 
speaking of the realignment of U.S. 
641. 

Buntin's comment came after an 
update by Judge-Executive Perry 
Newcom regarding the U.S. 641 im¬ 
provement project. The Newcom said 
that, according to state plans, no one 
will be allowed to drive on the part of 
the highway from Marion to Fredonia 
until the second phase from Fredonia 
to Eddyville is complete. 


"That will be 10 years if everything 
goes right," Newcom said. "And we 
know everything isn't going to go right, 
so it might be 15 or 20 years." 

"Am I lying? It's a road to nowhere," 
Buntin said, displaying the frustration 
that many local leaders share, and 
have shared for several months due to 
slow progress and changes in the 
overall plans. 

The road was originally going to be 
four lanes, but now state transporta¬ 
tion officials are saying it's going to be 
what is called a Super 2, a two-lane 
highway with wide shoulders and lim¬ 
ited access points. However, trans¬ 
portation officials are pointing out that 
the project does include enough right- 
of-way to make it a four-lane one day. 


"They took that ground from those 
people out there, and now look what's 
happening," Buntin said after the 
court meeting this 
week. "This court will 
not live to see it." 

Buntin said the 
state could have 
saved a considerable 
amount of money by 
widening, straighten¬ 
ing and generally im¬ 
proving the current 
U.S. 641 highway be¬ 
tween Marion and 
Eddyville. After all, he said, the new 
highway is going to be only two lanes. 

Newcom said the state is also want¬ 
ing to break Phase 2 of the project - 
from Fredonia to Eddyville - into two 
sub-phases. 

The judge-executive said that he 


and officials in other counties affected 
by the road strongly oppose further 
delays. 

The route for the new U.S. 641 
from Fredonia to U.S. 62 in Eddyville 
selected by the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet (KyTC) skirts Fredonia to 
the east and includes enough right-of- 
way for four-laning the entire route 
from Marion to Fredonia. Though he 
has frustrations with the project, New¬ 
com is pleased with the alignment, but 
more importantly with the fact that 
the plan incorporates the purchase of 
right-of-way for the possibility of four- 
laning. 

The proposed corridor was unveiled 
Friday to Newcom and judge-execu¬ 
tives Brock Thomas and Wade White 
of Caldwell and Lyon counties, respec-

Magistrates rescind easement to Duvall Cemetery 


Heirs want to keep

A large contingent of de- 
scendents with interest in the 
Duvall-Gilbert Cemetery at¬ 
tended Tuesday's Crittenden 
Fiscal Court meeting, seeking 
perpetual access to the grave¬ 
yard, which is located off 
Seminary Loop Road. 

About 15 heirs to the 
cemetery property say they 
have not been provided unfet¬ 
tered access according to an 
easement dated Sept. 6, 2006. 
They say hay bales have been 
put in the roadway and locks 
on a gate limiting their access. 
They also argue that the road, 
clearly shown on old county 
road maps, has not been kept 
up nor legally removed from 
the county road system.

Crittenden County Judge- 
Executive Perry Newcom said 
the current list of roads in the 
county maintenance system 
does not include the cemetery 
access road, formerly known 
as Brushy Creek Road. The 
road once went from Semi¬ 
nary Loop to Fords Ferry 
Road, connecting via part of 
what is now Monroe Butler 
Road. It forded Crooked Creek 
and a couple of its tributaries 
and was last identified on an 
official map in 1970, as far as 
anyone can prove at this 
point. 

Following about an hour of 
discussion, magistrates voted 
unanimously to rescind an 
easement signed by the 
county attorney, judge-execu¬ 


tive and one of the landowners 
whose property the access 
road runs through. That ease¬ 
ment was entered, Newcom 
said, without fiscal court ap¬ 
proval. Lack of court approval, 
magistrates said, was the im¬ 
petus for rescinding the ease¬ 
ment. County Attorney 
Rebecca Johnson recom¬ 
mended the repeal of the ease¬ 
ment. She stressed that 
access to the cemetery is a 
civil matter. 

In fact, the case is already 
in civil court where one of the 
landowners, Estella Guess, 
has filed litigation against 
William Ralph Paris and Don¬ 
nie Orr for damages they did 
to her property. They say they 
were improving the access

Website features local family in need of help from community

It’s been said the spirit of Christmas 
is all about giving. Even small acts of 
kindness can go a long way toward 
helping others. That is the premise be¬ 
hind the website RedBasket.org. Cre¬ 
ated by Woodmen of the World in 
2012, Red Basket is a non-profit or¬ 
ganization that allows individuals to 
donate to those in need. Currently, the 
website shares the story of a local fam¬ 
ily that needs help from the commu¬ 
nity. 

Before his unexpected death from a 
heart attack on Dec. 3, Mike Hamilton 
was working with friend and fellow ref¬ 
eree Lafe Riggs on setting up a Web 
page on the Red Basket site. The Web 
page would feature Hamilton’s family 
and their need for financial assistance 
for his wife’s medical treatments at the 


Mayo Clinic in Minnesota. Just one 
day after Hamilton’s passing, the in¬ 
formation was published on the web¬ 
site. Now Riggs wants to help get the 
word out about the site, which was set 
up to help assist the family with med¬ 
ical bills. Every donation is tax de¬ 
ductible, and Riggs said a receipt will 
be mailed to those who donate. 

“We initially set up a goal of 
$10,000. Anybody that donates can 
automatically see what they donated. 
There’s a meter on the top of the page 
that shows what the goal is and how 
much has already been donated. One 
hundred percent of the donations go 
to the cause,” Riggs said. “There’s a 
donation link where you can just type 
in what your heart tells you to donate. 
There’s another button on there where 
you can give her words of encourage¬ 
ment.”

The community of Lyon County has 
been especially kind to Hamilton's 
widow. The schools and basketball 
program raised money and donated 
receipts from last week's gate of the 
Lyon-Crittenden game to her.

“Once her profile comes up, there is 
a narrative written about her. The day 
after (Mike) passed away, I called Red 
Basket and told them about the situa¬ 


tion. They went ahead and typed up a 
narrative in 20 minutes to talk about 
Mike and the struggle Margie is going 
through now,” Riggs said. 

Riggs initially met Hamilton four 
years ago and refereed with him the 
night he passed away. 

“He was fun to be around and was 
always laughing. He had a nickname 
in our region for basketball, Big Game 
Mike. Every game he had, he treated it 
as a big game, no matter what. That is 
our motto for this year for 2nd Region 
basketball, to make every game a big 
game,” Riggs said. 

Riggs said Hamilton and his wife 
were high school sweethearts who 
married and had one child. 

“Mike was all (Margie) had, and I 
would like to do everything I can to 
help spread the word about Red Bas¬ 
ket,” he said.

As I sit down to provide 
you with the latest update 
from your judge-executive’s 
office, it is my hope that you 
are all doing well and that 
you and your family are 
looking forward to a blessed 
Christmas. 

My comments for this edi¬ 
tion will be as brief as possi¬ 
ble in respect of your time 
and the space that The Crit¬ 
tenden Press is so gracious 
to allow me to utilize. 

Since my last installment, 
the county has been quite 
busy with numerous proj¬ 
ects. I will begin with an up¬ 
date on the road department 
and a few things that will af¬ 
fect the services provided in 
a very positive manner. 

Three years ago the de¬ 
partment did not have a li¬ 
censed or certified pesticide 
applicator that would allow 
us to utilize products such 
as grass and weed killers to 
help maintain our rights-of- 
way. Since that time, there 
have been two individuals 
train and test with the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, and 
they have received certifica¬ 
tion and licenses required to 
apply such products. There 
are also two other individu¬ 
als who have volunteered to 
attend the required classes 


moves 
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and schools to test for certifi¬ 
cation and licensing as well. 

Through these educa¬ 
tional and training improve¬ 
ments we will be able to 
utilize materials that will 
allow us to better manage 
vegetative growth in problem 
areas in the years to come. I 
commend the individuals 
who have volunteered to ac¬ 
cept the challenge to become 
certified in an effort to help 
improve our road depart¬ 
ment. 

The county has also re¬ 
cently purchased a tandem 
axle dump truck. This was 
necessary to replace a truck 
that was involved in an acci¬ 
dent a couple months ago. 
Fortunately, the driver of the 
truck received no life-threat¬ 
ening injuries as a result of 
the accident and is recover¬ 
ing nicely. On behalf of 
everyone in county govern¬ 
ment and the driver’s family, 


I want to thank those of you 
who sent well wishes and 
prayers for the employee in¬ 
volved in this accident. 

The recent winter storm 
has tested our ice, snow and 
sleet removal capabilities to 
the maximum. Considering 
the conditions with which 
our road crews were faced, I 
feel they have done an out¬ 
standing job. Any time we 
receive a layer of ice followed 
by sleet then snow, the re¬ 
sult is extremely dangerous 
road conditions and a com¬ 
bination that is almost im¬ 
possible to quickly remove 
from the road surfaces. Add 
the well-below-freezing tem¬ 
peratures and the battle is 
even more complicated. 

Fortunately, by the time 
this update comes to your 
attention, we are to have 
some sunshine and warmer 
temperatures that will pro¬ 
vide the much-needed aid to 
rid our roads of all this 
mess. I thank all of you for 
your patience and under¬ 
standing while the road 
crews have worked countless 
hours and spent a great deal 
of energy helping make the 
best of a terrible situation. 

The winter storm not only 
took its toll on the roads of 
the county, but it also 


wreaked havoc on the court¬ 
house roof. Apparently, the 
sub-freezing temperatures 
provided means to com¬ 
pletely freeze the drains and 
gutters at the courthouse. 
Once the sun began to shine 
and melt some of the frozen 
precipitation, the water had 
no way to escape the roof 
other than running into the 
ceiling of the judicial court¬ 
room. The result of this was 
some damage to electronic 
equipment and the ceiling. 
With the help of contractors 
and our insurance provider, 
we are making progress on 
necessary repairs and re¬ 
placement of equipment. 

Another area recently ex¬ 
plored has been under-uti¬ 
lized or non-used county 
property. With the assis¬ 
tance of department leaders 
and other elected officials, I 
have been able to identify 
numerous items of inventory 
as surplus property. By re¬ 
moving this surplus prop¬ 
erty, the county can reduce 
our insurance costs and im¬ 
prove the overall aesthetics 
of our facilities and proper¬ 
ties. 

Crittenden County Food 
Bank continues to serve be¬ 
tween 150 and 200 families 
per month. The volunteers 


who coordinate this program 
are doing an outstanding job 
serving those in need and 
also collecting donations 
that ensure this program 
continues. Volunteers re¬ 
cently received the following 
assistance: 

- The local school system 
provided a great deal of food 
through a food drive. 

- Siemens Corp. was able 
to collect and donate a size¬ 
able amount of food. 

- Jim David Meats re¬ 
cently made a donation of 
170 hams. 

- Bremner Food Group 
continues to make a 
monthly donation of cookies 
and crackers. 

- Conrad’s Food Store 
continues to be a strong 
supporter of the food bank 
through donations of breads. 

- Numerous churches and 
individuals in the commu¬ 
nity make supportive contri¬ 
butions each month. 

Thank you to all involved 
with this program and the 
many ways through which 
support is provided! 

If you did not notice the 
article in last week’s issue of 
The Crittenden Press regard¬ 
ing an appointment I had 
the honor of accepting, I will 
give you a brief update on 


that. I was honored with a 
request to be appointed to 
the executive board of the 
board of directors for the 
Kentucky County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Association. I will 
continue to actively promote 
our county at the local and 
state levels on behalf of all 
Crittenden County citizens, 
businesses and industries. I 
believe that it is important to 
be involved so that the needs 
and concerns of Crittenden 
County are expressed to all 
levels of government. 

In closing, my wife Tina 
and I want to wish you all a 
very Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year! As we cele¬ 
brate the birth of Jesus and 
reflect on the many blessings 
that are received throughout 
the year, we want to thank 
you all for your continued 
support and the confidence 
that you place in your local 
government and all your 
elected officials.

It was more 
than 20 years ago, back 
when deer harvested by 
hunters had to be hauled to 
town to the checking sta¬ 
tion. Every year during the 
opening weekend of deer 
season, Charlie would be 
dispatched to Marion where 
he'd sit at Hodge's or across 
the street at a gravel park¬ 
ing lot. He'd check deer, age 


courted 

them and sometimes score 
their antlers for happy 
hunters. Charlie and I be¬ 
came buddies. I was fasci¬ 
nated by his knowledge of 
whitetails and back then I 
was eager to soak up any¬ 
thing I could about the 
species' habits and physio¬ 
logical makeup. 

I'd stay there at the 
check station for hours 
alongside Charlie as he 
tugged and pulled on deer. 
Opened their mouths to 
check their dentures. That's 
how you tell how old a deer 
is. Did I mention that Char¬ 
lie never wore gloves? Nope. 
No Jersey gloves, no rubber 
gloves. Just bare hands. 

By mid-morning his 
hands were charred with 
dried deer blood. It would 
cake under his fingernails 
and soak into the sleeves of 
his shirt. 

I remember going to 
Druther's to get us a 
sausage and biscuit. You 
know the rest of the story. 
He enjoyed the biscuit and 
never washed his hands.

tivefy. KyTC chose the align¬ 
ment for the new corridor 
after considering input from 
the public. 

As discussed by county of¬ 
ficials, the road is still not 
everything that is hoped for in 
Crittenden County. When the 
overall U.S. 641 improvement 
project was conceived years 
ago and only until recently, 
plans were to build a four- 
lane highway. Despite a base 
already built for four lanes 
along the 5.5 miles of con¬ 
struction in Crittenden 
County, transportation offi¬ 
cials have scaled back the 
plan to Super 2 because of a 
low traffic count they claim 
does not meet their qualifica¬ 
tions for a four-lane highway. 

Based on suggestions sub¬ 
mitted by area residents - in¬ 
cluding dozens of individuals 
from Crittenden County - at a 
public meeting in Fredonia 
last August, the route for the 
second phase of the new high¬ 
way will run along the east 
edge of Fredonia, where it will 
then follow an abandoned rail 
line to near the Caldwell-Lyon 
County line. It will briefly fol¬ 
low the existing U.S. 641 be¬ 
fore routing along property 
lines and existing state-owned 


property to reach U.S. 62 near 
the Interstate 69 interchange 
east of Eddyville. 

The corridor would also 
run through to the 300-plus 
acre Pennyrile Westpark in¬ 
dustrial park in Lyon County. 
Newcom said that could be a 
big economic development 
benefit for all three counties 
affected by U.S. 641 improve¬ 
ments—Crittenden, Caldwell 
and Lyon. 

Like the section of grade 
and drain work from Marion 
to Fredonia, transportation 
officials say the Caldwell-Lyon 
section is likely to initially be 
built as a Super 2 highway on 
four-lane right-of-way with 
the possibility of eventual ex¬ 
pansion to four lanes as traffic 
increases. 

KyTC District 1 Chief Engi¬ 
neer Mike McGregor and Dis¬ 
trict 2 Chief Engineer Kevin 
McClearn on Friday dis¬ 
cussed the new alignment 
with the judge-executives 
from the three affected coun¬ 
ties. 

“This project will be com¬ 
peting for funds, along with all 
of the other projects that will 
be submitted to the Kentucky 
General Assembly in Janu¬ 
ary,” McGregor said. “We be¬ 
lieve this project is worthy of 
design funds because it con¬ 
nects with a section that is al¬ 
ready under construction.” 


Newcom said about $3 mil¬ 
lion has been spent on design 
work thus far. The cost for 
final design, he said, would be 
an estimated $6 million more. 

Judge-executives Newcom, 
Thomas and White were each 
presented a map of the corri¬ 
dor that can be reviewed by 
property owners along the 
route. The map is available for 
viewing in Newcom's court¬ 
house office. 

“The original path running 
west of Fredonia would have 
infringed on a number of en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive 

streams and springs,” McGre¬ 
gor said. “This new path 
makes use of an abandoned 
rail line to reduce the amount 
of farmland and homes that 
need to be taken.” 

Construction continues on 
the first section of the project 
in Crittenden County and is 
expected to be ready for 
paving sometime in late 2014. 
It will initially be paved as a 
Super 2 with the option of 
converting it to four lanes 
later. Local leaders recognized 
the importance of continued 
efforts to provide Marion with 
the short-term accessibility it 
needs for truck-dependent 
local industry while improving 
regional connectivity and 
safety. 

The remaining relocation of 
U.S. 641 from Fredonia to 


U.S. 62 at Eddyville is not 
currently funded for design, 
right-of-way acquisition, or 
construction in the KyTC's 
master highway plan. An up¬ 
dated plan will be presented 
to the General Assembly in 
January. During the legisla¬ 
tive session, Newcom is hop¬ 
ing for at least the final design 
work to be approved by law¬ 
makers for funding in the new 
six-year road plan. 

The present $18.5 million 
grade and drain project in 
Crittenden County extends 
from just south of Marion to 
the northern edge of Fredonia 
near the Crittenden-Caldwell 
county line. 

Though no road in Critten¬ 
den County currently meets 
legal standards for most of 
today's over-the-road hauling 
widths, trucks that are 102 
inches wide are allowed provi¬ 
sional travel on the existing 
U.S. 641 so they can deliver to 
industries in the county. In¬ 
dustries like Siemens and Par 
4 Plastics have indicated a 
new highway is critical to con¬ 
tinued job expansion that 
benefits the region. 

The estimated cost of the 
entire 16-mile U.S. 641 proj¬ 
ect is about $109 million - 
$39 million for the Crittenden 
County section and up to $70 
million for the 10-mile section 
from Fredonia to Eddyville.

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Grand jury to weigh if spitting considered assault

In January, a Crittenden 
County Grand Jury will have 
to decide whether spitting on 
a policeman might constitute 
assault. 

Although grand juries do 
not determine innocence or 
guilt, they do determine 
whether a case continues to 
be prosecuted as a felony, 
and on Jan. 16 a dozen local 
citizens will have to decide 
whether saliva might be con¬ 
sidered a deadly weapon. 
Nine jurors must agree in 
order to get an indictment. 

It will not be the first time 
a local grand jury has dealt 


with this issue. In 2011, a 
grand jury here indicted a 
Marion man on third-degree 
assault for spitting on an 
ambulance worker called to 
help the suspect after he'd 
been injured in a fight at the 
Dycusburg Post Office. 

Even before that, a former 
Marion woman, Toni Dawn 
Tramel, was charged in 2010 
in Owensboro for squirting 
breast milk on a deputy who 
was booking her into the jail 
after she was arrested for 
public intoxication. 

The new local case in¬ 
volves Crittenden County 
Sheriffs Deputy Ray Agent 


and suspect Jason Rushing, 
32, of Marion. 

District Judge Daniel 
Heady found probable cause 
to send the case to the grand 
jury after about 20-minutes 
of testimony last Wednesday 
during a preliminary hear¬ 
ing. 

The deputy testified that 
he'd gone to Rushing's resi¬ 
dence on U.S. 60 West on 
Nov. 25 to serve a warrant 
for non-payment of fines and 
an emergency protective 
order. Agent said he got one 
cuff on Rushing before the 
suspect became defiant, ac¬ 
cording to the deputy's 


words. The deputy and sus¬ 
pect went to the ground and 
struggled for a while before 
Agent managed to get the 
other cuff secured. When the 
deputy was walking Rushing 
to his police cruiser, Agent 
said the suspect turned and 
spit straight at him. 

Once the defendant was 
inside the cruiser, the 
deputy said Rushing tried to 
knock out a window by ei¬ 
ther head butting or kicking 
it. 

Rushing is charged with 
third-degree assault (against 
a police officer) and resisting 
arrest. 


County Attorney Rebecca 
Johnson, who is prosecuting 
the case, said KRS 508.025 
is poorly worded. The statute 
appears to be unclear about 
whether lawmakers intended 
to protect policemen from 
bodily fluids or only jailers. 

Rushing's attorney, Pub¬ 
lic Defender Paul Sysol, ar¬ 
gued that the statute is 
specific. He said if lawmak¬ 
ers had intended to protect 
officers from victims spray¬ 
ing, squirting or spitting 
bodily fluids, they could 
have very easily included 
them in the law, just as they 
did jailers and corrections 


workers. 

The case is of interest, 
Johnson said, because it's 
the first time that particular 
statute has come up in a 
preliminary hearing where a 
policeman is the victim of 
the assault. 

Sysol also argued that 
Rushing should not even 
face a resisting arrest charge 
because he did not try to 
harm the deputy, never 
swung at him. Sysol said his 
client may have failed to fol¬ 
low the officer's command to 
put his hands behind his 
back, but that does not con¬ 
stitute resisting arrest. 


CHS unveils new surgical wing to public

The new surgical wing at 
Crittenden Health Systems 
has more than doubled the 
available space set aside to 
perform operations at the 
local hospital, and last Thurs¬ 
day, the public was invited to 
tour the state-of-the-art addi¬ 
tion to the facility. 

“It’s great,” said Clippy 
Hughes, one of about 100 
guests to tour the facility. 
“This is something the com¬ 
munity should be proud of. A 
hospital is one of the things 
that holds a community to¬ 
gether.” 

Hughes knows what he is 
speaking of, too. He was im¬ 
pressed with the new cutting 
edge surgical center compared 
to the cramped old suite 
where he had undergone a 
minor procedure in the past. 

The new surgical suite saw 
its first operation in June, but 
only recently was the entire 
overhaul of the hospital’s op¬ 
erating capabilities completed. 
That included the transforma¬ 
tion of the facility’s old surgi¬ 
cal units into rooms to 
complement the three new op¬ 
erating rooms and one en¬ 
doscopy unit. Most of the 
former surgical suite is now 
used for pre- and post-opera¬ 
tion services. 

The operating suite grew 
from 3,900 square feet to 
10,000 square feet with the 
reconfiguration and addition. 


Two of the three new operat¬ 
ing rooms are fully-equipped 
surgical units with the latest 
in technology. The third oper¬ 
ating room will eventually be 
outfitted with all the equip¬ 
ment necessary for many sur¬ 
gical procedures. 

Charlie Hunt, head of the 
CHS board of directors, said 


the suite was built with the 
future in mind. Hospital offi¬ 
cials said the spacious new 
suite allows for the eventual 
expansion of services offered 
by the hospital. 

In fact, the number of op¬ 
erations has nearly doubled 
since the new surgical suite 
was occupied. 


CHS began discussing 
plans for renovating and ex¬ 
panding its operating suite al¬ 
most four years ago. It broke 
ground in December 2010. 
The final project was com¬ 
pleted for just more than $4 
million after several snags 
during the construction 
process. 


Inmate accused of smuggling cigarettes into jail

A Crittenden County De¬ 
tention Center inmate who 
smuggled cigarettes and 
drugs into the jail by hiding 
them in his rectum has been 
sentenced to a year in prison 
after pleading guilty last 
week to a felony and two mis¬ 
demeanors. 

Shawn W. Brasher, 25, of 
Marion was indicted last 
Thursday by the Crittenden 
County Grand Jury on 
charges of first-degree pro¬ 
moting contraband, a Class 
D felony; second-degree pro¬ 
moting contraband, a Class 
A misdemeanor; and third- 
degree possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

He appeared before Cir¬ 
cuit Judge Rene Williams the 


same day as the indictment 
and pleaded guilty to the of¬ 
fenses. He was sentenced to 
five years on the felony and 
12 months on each of the 
misdemeanors. All prison 
time is to run concurrently. 
He was ordered to serve one 
year of the total sentence and 
the remainder will be pro¬ 
bated for a period of five 
years. 

Brasher was serving 
weekends at the county jail 
on a pair of 2012 convictions 
for driving on a revoked li¬ 
cense and fourth-degree as¬ 
sault. According to court 
records, he was observed on 
closed circuit camera inside 
the jail on Oct. 15 trying to 
remove a plastic bag from a 
body cavity. Jailers searched 
him and found 19 or more 


cigarettes and 5.5 Clon¬ 
azepam tablets. 

- The Crittenden County 
Grand Jury also indicted Lee 
Ann Vowells, 34, of Evans¬ 
ville, Ind., for felony flagrant 
non-support. Court records 
say she is in arrears in ex¬ 
cess of $6,550 on child sup¬ 
port payments. 

Judge Williams imposed 
sentences in two other cases 
last Thursday: 

Rosana M. Menser 
pleaded guilty to amended 
charges of unlawful posses¬ 
sion of a meth precursor and 
cultivation of marijuana (5 or 
more plants), both Class D 
felonies; and possession of 
drug paraphernalia by com¬ 
plicity and possession of 
marijuana by complicity, 
both misdemeanors. The 


commonwealth's attorney 
recommended a five-year 
sentence for each felony con¬ 
viction and 12 months and 
45 days for the two misde¬ 
meanors, respectively. All 
time is to run concurrently 
for a total of five years and 
the commonwealth does not 
oppose probation in this 
case. 

- Jason A. Smith, 29, of 
Eddyville pleaded guilty to an 
amended charge of third-de¬ 
gree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (Lortab). 
He originally faced a second- 
degree felony charge. In re¬ 
turn for his guilty plea, 
Smith got off lighter but will 
still have to serve 30 days of 
a 12-month jail sentence. He 
is to report to jail in early 
2014. 


CHS salaries 
take hit as part 
of cost-cutting

Crittenden Health Sys¬ 
tem's new chief executive of¬ 
ficer has been on the job only 
a few weeks, but already he's 
making some tough deci¬ 
sions. 

Greg McNeil said an 
across-the-board 5-percent 
pay cut went into effect on 
Sunday for all hospital em¬ 
ployees, including himself. 
Additionally, the hospital is 
temporarily suspending its 
matching share of employees’ 
401(k) retirement funds. 

"This goes to show how 
serious things are," McNeil 
said after meeting briefly 
with Crittenden Fiscal Court 
Tuesday. 

Trimming the hospital's 
spending has been a priority 
in his first days, McNeil ex¬ 
plained. So far about $1 mil¬ 
lion has been cut from the 
budget through pay and ben¬ 
efits reductions, eliminating 
a handful of jobs through at¬ 
trition and cuts, and other 
cost-cutting measures. 

"And we need to cut an¬ 
other $1 million," McNeil 
said. 

McNeil was hired to fill the 
CEO vacancy at CHS that 
was created when Jim Chris¬ 
tensen resigned last sum¬ 
mer. McNeil came to Marion 
from Lincoln County Hospi¬ 
tal in Kansas, where he had 
served as its CEO since 
2003. He is a Madisonville 
native.

Monday morning fire destroys home 

A Monday morning fire destroyed a rental home just south of the Frances community on Ky. 70. The 
house was occupied by Mark Lowe, Melissa Jenkins and three children ages 12,14 and 18. No one 
was injured, but the couple did lose their belongings and three pets. The fire was reported shortly 
after 8 a.m. Lowe and the children were gone at the time the fire started, according to Caldwell Springs 
Volunteer Fire Department Chief Greg Tabor. Jenkins awoke just in time to get out of the burning 
house through a bedroom window. By the time firefighters arrived, the home was fully engulfed. The 
house and all of its contents were a total loss, said Jenkins, who said Tuesday that she is grateful for 
the prayers and donations to help the couple on their feet. “I made it out with a comforter,” she said. 
“As far as everything else, we have nothing.” Tabor said at press time there was no indication of how 
or where the blaze started. Though he did not know the homeowner’s name, Tabor said the owner is 
from out of town. Volunteers from Caldwell Springs, Crittenden County, Salem and Fredonia fire de¬ 
partments responded to the house fire. The local American Red Cross is providing assistance to the 
occupants of the home. Jenkins also said anyone wanting to help with monetary donations or contri¬ 
butions of personal hygiene items can contact her mother, Theresa Jenkins, at 969-1960.

The homes must have 
been a beautiful sight with 
all the live colorful decora¬ 
tions and the ladies and gen¬ 
tlemen in their finest attire. 
Let's visit some of these hol¬ 
iday parties and see what 
was going on all those years 
ago. The first event is from 
1897, and what a fun way to 
spend New Year's Eve. 

Jan. 7,1897 
A Cob-Web Party 
for New Year's Eve 

One of the most happy 
events of the holiday festivi¬ 
ties was a party given by 
Mrs. Robert W. and Mrs. 
John W. Wilson at the resi¬ 
dence of the former, 
Wednesday evening of last 
week. 

The spacious rooms of the 
Wilson home were tastily 
decorated for a cob-web 
party. Myrtle, evergreens 
and mistletoe contributed 
the groundwork of the floral 
decorations and cunningly 
woven octagonal frames of 
delicate wire and thread 
were draped everywhere. 

A tangled skein of thread 
covered the staircase in the 
hallway and directly the 
threads separated, each 
wending its devious way to 
some nook or corner of the 
house, and at the end of 
each was the name of a 
young lady. The gentlemen 
were required to follow these 
threads to the hiding place 
of the name and when he 
had performed this long but 
amusing task, he had the 
name of his partner for the 
evening. 

Another amusing feature 
of the evening was a button¬ 
hole contest between the 
gentlemen. Each was pro¬ 
vided with the material and 
required to work a button¬ 
hole in a given time. The 
"Old Bachelors," it was sup¬ 
posed, would capture the 
prizes, but Rev. W.H. Miley 
was awarded the fist pre¬ 
mium and his workmanship 
with the needle was a marvel 
of beauty and perfection.

The cloth and 
napkins hand embroidered 
were made in Germany, 
being a present from the 
German Ambassador to Mrs. 
Deboe.

Take 15 to 20 minutes a 
day to sit quietly, relax, 
breathe deeply and think of 
a peaceful situation. 

Engage in physical activ¬ 
ity regularly. Do what you 
enjoy — walk, swim, ride a 


bike or do yoga. Letting go 
of the tension in your body 
will help you feel a lot bet¬ 
ter.Try to do at least one 
thing every day that you 
enjoy, even if you only do it 
for 15 minutes. 

It’s important to learn 
how stress affects you, how 
to deal with it and what you 
can do to ease your stress. 
What is stressful to one 
person may not be to an¬ 
other. Stress can come 
from happy events (a new 
marriage, job promotion or 
a new home) as well as un¬ 
happy events (illness, over¬ 
work or family problems). 

Here are some positive 
healthy habits that might 


help you lead a more re¬ 
laxed life: 

-Think ahead about 
what may upset you and 
things you can avoid. For 
example, spend less time 
with people who bother you 
or avoid driving in rush- 
hour traffic. 

-Learn to say “no.” Don’t 
promise too much. 

-Give up the bad habits. 
Too much alcohol, ciga¬ 
rettes or caffeine can in¬ 
crease stress. If you smoke, 
make the decision to quit 
now. 

-Slow down. Try to 
“pace” not “race.” Plan 
ahead and allow enough 
time to get the most impor¬ 


tant things done. 

-Get enough sleep. Try to 
get 6 to 8 hours of sleep 
each night. 

-Get organized. Use “To- 
Do” lists to help you focus 
on your most important 
tasks. Approach big tasks 
one step at a time. 

There are other tips to 
manage stress. 

-Seek help from a quali¬ 
fied mental health care 
provider if you are over¬ 
whelmed, feel you cannot 
cope, have suicidal 
thoughts or are using drugs 
or alcohol to cope. 

-Get proper health care 
for existing or new health 
problems. 


-Stay in touch with peo¬ 
ple who can provide emo¬ 
tional and other support.

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Callaway trains at educators’ workshop on Parris Island

As principal of Crittenden 
County High School, 
Rhonda Callaway is accus¬ 
tomed to attending many 
educators’ workshops. How¬ 
ever, none were quite as in¬ 
tense as the one she 
attended Dec. 3-8 at the 
U.S. Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot on Parris Island, S.C. 
Callaway joined nearly 50 
other educators, including 
fellow principals, teachers 
and superintendents who 
also attended the workshop. 
The purpose was to put 
them through a version of 
what Marine recruits go 
through upon arrival. 

“They tried to do with us 
in three days what they 
would do with them [the re¬ 
cruits] in 13 weeks,” Call¬ 
away said, citing the goal 
was for educators to better 
experience and understand 
the feeling of transformation 
from civilian to recruit to 
Marine. 

Callaway’s journey to 
Parris Island began last Sep¬ 
tember, when a marine re¬ 
cruiter approached her 
about participating in the 
workshop. He wanted to 
make sure western Ken¬ 
tucky was represented with 
educators. She applied in 
September for the all-ex¬ 
pense paid trip to the work¬ 
shop. But Callaway didn’t 
just merely observe. She ac¬ 
tively participated in train¬ 
ing exercises that included 
being assigned a drill in¬ 
structor, walking in forma¬ 
tion, shooting artillery and 
rappelling 47 feet down a 
wooden wall. 

“In 20 years of education, 
it has been a highlight of my 


career, as far as continuing 
education. It was very in¬ 
tense. 

“For our purpose, even 
when we were exhausted 
from having to do something 
10 times because we weren’t 
doing it right —and we were 
going to get it right or that 
drill instructor wasn’t going 
to stop yelling— we knew it 
was not going to last. It was 
going to be over,” she said. 
“My takeaway would defi¬ 
nitely be the commitment 
and discipline that you have 
to have as a person to do 
that. It’s not for everybody. 
They told us they wanted us 
to send our best. They don’t 
want just everybody, be¬ 
cause they won’t make it.” 

Each day started early 
and was structured for the 
participants to get a true 
sense of what recruits go 


through each day, from eat¬ 
ing in the chow hall to being 
barked at for not being in 
the correct formation. 

“Sometimes you had to 
stop and start over because 
someone wasn’t in line right. 
The day was very structured 
and very instructional. That 
was another thing—the time 
they took with us knowing 
how busy they are, there 
was true teaching so we 
would have not just knowl¬ 
edge but experience,” Call¬ 
away said. “For example, we 
knew we were going to shoot 
the Ml6s —I hit nine out of 
10 at 100 meters— but we 
were in the simulator first. 
That’s exactly what they do 
with the recruits. You get in¬ 
struction and have to 
progress at the simulator 
before you are allowed out 
on the artillery range.” 


That instruction also ex¬ 
tended to making a harness 
to scale down a nearly 50- 
foot wall. 

“They said if you don’t 
think you can do it, don’t go 
up there because there is 
only one way down. When 
you get up there, you’ve got 
to lean back over that wall 
and trust the person right 
there and the person at the 
bottom with the rope,” she 
said. “I did ask, ‘Can I climb 
back down the ladder?’ They 
replied, ‘Nope. There’s only 
one way down.’” 

Callaway said no one at¬ 
tempted to do anything they 
thought they couldn’t do. 
She called the experience in¬ 
tense but manageable. 
While they were allowed to 
take photos, they were told 
some areas were off limits, 
like the cockpit of an FI8. 
Callaway was able to snap a 
few photos of recruits train¬ 


ing at The Crucible. 

“At the end, one of the 
last things a recruit does, if 
they make it that far, is to go 
through 54 hours of The 
Crucible, which is a lot of 
teamwork, problem solving 
and getting from point A to 
point B when you’ve got 
land mines under you. It’s 
very physical. They put 
them through sleep depriva¬ 
tion in order to make sure 
they can make decisions. 
We got to watch some of 
that. It was just amazing,” 
she said. 

Calling it the most honor¬ 
able thing she ever wit¬ 
nessed, Callaway attended 
the graduation ceremony on 
the last day she was there. 
The ceremony included 600 
graduates, complete with 
the Marine Corp band. She 
was told they graduate 600 
almost every Friday. She 
witnessed two platoons of 


females and four platoons of 
males graduate. 

Having participated in 
the workshop, Callaway 
feels better informed to talk 
with students who are con¬ 
sidering a career in the mil¬ 
itary. She also believes in 
the importance of students 
building a good relationship 
with recruiters and stressed 
they can talk with students 
about what they will experi¬ 
ence. She also plans on 
sharing her experience with 
the high school’s military 
history class and students 
taking aviation courses. 

“They said that one of the 
things they want us to take 
away from the experience 
was that all branches of 
service offer the same edu¬ 
cational and career opportu¬ 
nities. But the training for 
combat of Marines is more 
extensive, because they are 
the first ones in,” she said.

Renovations at 
CCES not quite 
yet complete

Although construction 
and remodeling is almost 
complete in the interior of 
the Crittenden County Ele¬ 
mentary School, it will take 
a few more weeks before the 
new front entrance can be 
accessed. 

At the Dec. 10 Crittenden 
County Board of Education

School district moving ahead 
with addition of propane buses 


STAFF REPORT 

Crittenden County Board 
of Education is in the 
process of purchasing two 
additional propane buses 
and officials hope to have 
them on site by the middle of 
next year. 

At the Dec. 10 board 
meeting, Crittenden County 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Rachel Yarbrough said 
the school district did not re¬ 
ceive funding through a Ken¬ 
tucky Clean Diesel grant to 
purchase propane-powered 
buses to add to the fleet. Dr. 
Yarbrough told board mem¬ 
bers that rarely does the 
same organization receive 
funding for the grant each 
year. Competition for the 
grants is high, as both 
school districts and com¬ 
mercial industries can apply 
for clean diesel grants. 

Previously, the school dis¬ 
trict was awarded a clean 
diesel grant which helped 
offset the cost of the school 
district’s first propane bus 
purchased in February. Crit¬ 
tenden County is the only 


school district in the state 
allowed by the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education to 
pilot propane buses for use 
on a daily route. 

Had the additional grant 
been approved, the district 
would have considered pur¬ 
chasing three propane buses 
to add to its fleet. Without 
the grant, the district will 
purchase two buses through 
Kentucky Interlocal School 
Transportation Association 
(KISTA) funding. 

KISTA is a not-for-profit 
association of Kentucky 
school districts that was 
formed to provide school dis¬ 
tricts a finance tool for pur¬ 
chasing buses. Instead of 
paying the total cost up 
front, payments are set up 
on a multi-year schedule. 

The two propane buses 
will replace older diesel mod¬ 
els in the district’s fleet. 
Propane buses are more 
fuel-efficient than their 
diesel counterparts and are 
projected to save the school 
district thousands of dollars 
over the course of their use.

1099 time 

It is almost time to be 
sending 1099s for tax pur¬ 
poses. We would like to 
share that anyone receiving 
$600 or less from our office 
will not be receiving a 
mailed 1099. 

We are able to print a 
copy of this information (not 
on an actual 1099) from our 
system. So if you received 
less than $600 from our of¬ 
fice and would like docu¬ 
mentation of these 
payments, we will be more 
than happy to print this in¬ 
formation. 

Also, we encourage indi¬ 
viduals to closely look at 
their 1099 for accuracy. The 
software we use does not 
account for refunds. For ex¬ 
ample, if we issued a pay¬ 
ment and for some reason 
we had to correct some¬ 
thing, our software makes 
us repay the old payment 


and re-issue the new pay¬ 
ment. In this example, your 
1099 would just show the 
amount of both payments, 
thus creating an inflated 
amount on your 1099. 

If you receive a 1099 with 
payments issued that ap¬ 
pear more than normal, you 
can contact the office and 
we can print a report that 
will show the payments and 
refunds. Therefore, you 
would only report the actual 
payments received not what 
is reported on the actual 
1099.

Conservation assistance, funding available 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) in Kentucky is en¬ 
couraging landowners, farm¬ 
ers and producers to visit 
their local NRCS office now to 
receive information and apply 
for conservation technical as¬ 
sistance and possible finan¬ 
cial funding opportunities. 

The application process for 
NRCS’s conservation pro¬ 
grams is continuous, but 
funding selections for specific 
programs are made through¬ 
out the year. For the Environ¬ 
mental Quality Incentives 
Program (EQIP) and Wildlife 
Habitat Incentive Program 
(WHIP) the first application 
cutoff period date for consid¬ 
eration for next year’s funds 
is Jan. 17, 2014. Applications 
received after that date will be 
held until the next applica¬ 
tion cut off period, which will 
be April 18, 2014. 

NRCS Acting State Con¬ 
servationist Jack Kuhn an¬ 
nounced this month that 
technical and financial assis¬ 
tance is available to eligible 


Snow, ice removal 
costly to taxpayers 

The season’s first winter 
storm proved costly to taxpay¬ 
ers in Crittenden County, eat¬ 
ing up more than $150,000 in 
city, county and state tax dol¬ 
lars tied to the removal of ice 
and snow from roadways. 

Heath Martin, superin¬ 
tendent of the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet’s 
highway department in Crit¬ 
tenden County, reports 
$77,152 was spent clearing 
state highways Dec. 5-10. The 
price tag includes the cost of 
labor, equipment, fuel and 
materials. 

The state tallied 596 hours 
of labor, used 410 tons of salt 
and 2,050 gallons of calcium 
chloride for pre-treatment and 
drove a total of 6,080 miles 
addressing messy roadways. 

The county road depart¬ 
ment had a more difficult time 
clearing nearly 400 miles of 
roadway in its maintenance 
system. Crittenden County 
Judge-Executive Perry New- 
com said the total cost came 
in at just under $90,000 when 
$50,000 in estimated repairs 
to equipment damaged during 
clearing is added to labor, fuel 
and material costs. 

Two graders used as snow 
plows were damaged. One will 
require a new transmission 
and the other needs extensive 
brake repairs. A pickup truck 
was also damaged during the 
10 days county crews were 
out clearing roads. 

The county used 126 tons 
of salt at $70 per ton. 


applicants for the EQIP. 
EQIP is a conservation pro¬ 
gram that provides financial 
and technical assistance to 
farmers and ranchers who 
face threats to soil, water, air, 
and related natural resources 
on their land. Through EQIP, 
NRCS develops contracts 
with agricultural producers 
to voluntarily implement con¬ 
servation practices. Persons 
engaged in livestock or agri¬ 
cultural production and own¬ 
ers of non-industrial private 
forestland are eligible for this 
program. Eligible land in¬ 
cludes cropland, pasture - 
land, private non-industrial 
forestland and other farm or 
ranch lands. 

EQIP offers several Na¬ 
tional and State Initiatives 
which include the Mississippi 
River Basin Healthy Water¬ 
shed Initiative, Seasonal High 
Tunnel Initiative, Organic Ini¬ 
tiative, On-Farm Energy Ini¬ 
tiative, Wildlife Initiative and 
Forestry Initiative. Interested 
land users should visit then- 
local NRCS Office to find out 
what opportunities are avail¬ 


able through each of these 
EQIP Initiatives. 

A second conservation 
program, WHIP, offers oppor¬ 
tunities through the Working 
Lands for Wildlife (WLFW), 
which focuses on the recov¬ 
ery of certain at-risk, threat¬ 
ened or endangered wildlife 
species while helping other 
vulnerable and game species 
that depend on similar habi¬ 
tat. In Kentucky, the Golden¬ 
winged Warbler is the species 
of concern for parts of 12 
Kentucky counties including 
Bell, Clay, Floyd, Harlan, 
Knott, Knox, Leslie, Letcher, 
McCreary, Perry, Pike and 
Whitley. 

“We’re urging producers to 
get their applications in as 
soon as possible to be consid¬ 
ered for this year’s funding,” 
said Kuhn. 

All recipients of assistance 
are required to develop a con¬ 
servation plan. Conservation 
planning is an integral part of 
the conservation process. 
Landowners should work 
with a conservation planner 
to develop the plan based on 


NEWS BRIEFS 


The City of Marion 
amassed a relatively small bill 
of $3,280 to clear 39 miles of 
city streets. Eighty hours of 
labor were put in and 25 tons 
of salt were spread. The city 
also had its two snow plows go 
down for a period during ef¬ 
forts to remove snow and ice. 

Courthouse leak 
ruins Smartboard 

A leaky roof at Crittenden 
County Courthouse ruined a 
$10,000 Smartboard used for 
presentations of evidence dur¬ 
ing court proceedings. 

Water began pouring in 
through the ceiling of the up¬ 
stairs courtroom after the icy 
precipitation from the sea¬ 
son’s first winter storm began 
to melt. Crittenden County 
Judge-Executive Perry New- 
com said the frozen precipita¬ 
tion had clogged the roofs 
drainaige system, giving the 
melted snow and ice nowhere 
to run. The pooling water 
eventually made its way 
through the ceiling of the 
courtroom, directly above the 
Smartboard. 

“It was like a waterfall,” 
Newcom said of the leak. 

The judge-executive said 
the county’s insurance will 
pay for replacement of the 
Smartboard. 

Meantime, the leaky roof 
has been repaired and sealed. 
A more permanent fix to leaks 
in the courthouse roof should 
take place in the spring, New¬ 
com said. 

County officials had previ¬ 
ously explored the idea of re¬ 


placing the courthouse’s flat 
roof plagued by leaks during 
times of heavy precipitation. 
However, placing a slanted 
roof on the entire building 
proved to be cost-prohibitive. 

Newcom believes sealing 
the known leaks with a sili¬ 
cone-based patch should pre¬ 
vent them for recurring in the 
near future. 

City council OKs 
rezoning request 

Marion City Council on 
Monday approved an ordi¬ 
nance to amend the city’s zon¬ 
ing map to reflect a requested 
change to properties on West 
Cruce Lane and South Main 
Street. The amendment 
changes the designation of the 
tracts from residential to in¬ 
dustrial. 

The five tracts on West 
Cruce Lane are located next to 
the Siemens manufacturing 
facility off South Main Street 
and are owned by John New¬ 
com.

PSC allows rehearing 
in Big Rivers rate case

Kentucky utility regula¬ 
tors are revisiting a portion 
of their decision adjusting 
revenue and rates for Big 
Rivers Electric Corp. to offset 
the loss of its largest cus¬ 
tomer. 

The Kentucky Public 
Service Commission on Dec. 
10 granted a rehearing on 
one of three issues raised in 
the case. 

The issue to be reviewed 
deals with calculating rev¬ 
enue Big Rivers will receive 
from the continued opera¬ 
tion of its Coleman plant. 

No date has been set for 
the rehearing of the first rate 
case. 

Those seeking the rehear¬ 
ing were the state attorney 
general's office, the Ken¬ 
tucky Industrial Utility Cus¬ 
tomers Inc. and the Sierra 
Club. They contend Big 
Rivers understated annual 
revenue it will receive for op¬ 
erating the Coleman plant 
by about $12 million. 

In October, the PSC au¬ 
thorized Big Rivers to receive 
an additional $54.2 million 
annually from its remaining 
customers to reflect the loss 
of a Hawesville smelter as a 
customer. That was about 
$20 million less than the 
amount sought by Big 
Rivers. 

The PSC also approved 
pass-through rate increases 
for the three electric distri¬ 
bution cooperatives that own 
and purchase power from 
Big Rivers - Jackson Pur¬ 
chase Energy Cooperative 
(JPEC), Kenergy Corp. and 


Meade County Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corp. Together, 
the three cooperatives serve 
about 112,000 customers in 
26 counties in western Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Kenergy and JPEC serve 
Crittenden and Livingston 
counties. 

Second increase request 

Although the rehearing 
proceeding could eventually 
affect the rate increases 
granted in the first rate case, 
it will not affect the second 
rate case, which was filed in 
June 2013 in response to 
the impending loss of Big 
Rivers’ second-largest cus¬ 
tomer, the Century Alu¬ 
minum smelter in Sebree. 

The Sebree smelter is 
scheduled to depart the sys¬ 
tem in January in favor of 
purchasing power on the 
open market. That will be a 
$175 million hit to Big 
Rivers, which is about half of 
the power company's re¬ 
maining annual sales. 

Big Rivers is seeking a 
$70.4 million increase from 
the PSC tied to the loss of 
the Sebree facility. The pro¬ 
posed rate hike would in¬ 
crease the average 
residential bill $25 to $30 a 
month, or about 21.5 per¬ 
cent. The amount of increase 
will vary with electric con¬ 
sumption and with which of 
Big Rivers’ three distribution 
cooperatives serves the cus¬ 
tomer. Large industrial cus¬ 
tomers would see rates go 
up about 25 percent, the 
utility says. 

The PSC held a public 


meeting Monday in Hender¬ 
son about Big Rivers' rate 
hike request. A public com¬ 
ment session on Jan. 8, 
2014, in Frankfort will be 
linked through video confer¬ 
ence to sites in Owensboro 
and Paducah beginning at 9 
a.m. 

The meeting and video- 
conference take the place of 
sessions originally sched¬ 
uled for Dec. 10 that were 
postponed due to inclement 
weather. 

“We are sorry that we 
were unable to hold these 
public comment sessions as 
originally scheduled,” PSC 
Chairman David Armstrong 
said. “However, the PSC is 
committed to offering 
ratepayers an opportunity to 
learn about the PSC’s 
ratemaking process and to 
make their views known to 
the commission.”

The last day to change po¬ 
litical party affiliation and be 
eligible to vote in that politi¬ 
cal party affiliations’ primary 
election is Dec. 31. However, 
County Clerk Carolyn By¬ 
ford’s office will be closed 
that day, making Dec. 30 the 
last day to change party af¬ 
filiation in Crittenden 
County.

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Fall forest fire 
hazard season 
in Kentucky over 

Kentucky’s fall forest fire 
hazard season has officially 
ended. The restriction on 
burning times is no longer in 
place until the start of the 
spring fire season Feb. 15, 
2014. The Kentucky Division 
of Forestry (KDF) though, con¬ 
tinues to encourage everyone 
to be vigilant when burning or 
building fires in the open. 

Since Jan. 1, KDF has sup¬ 
pressed 948 wildland fires 
that have burned 22,821 
acres across the state. 
Forestry officials reported the 
following causes for this year’s 
wildfires: 679 arson fires, 155 
debris fires and 114 fires from 
other causes. Spring rains 
and a cooler fall have likely 
contributed to lower fire num¬ 
bers for this year.
